rhe Sierra Madre News has been informed 
that Scott Aviation at 123 E. Montecito Ave., 
Sierra Madre, will discontinue operations here and 
close the Sierra Madre facility on or about Aug. 
31, 1991. 

One hundred ninety-six employees will be affected 
by this move. 

The process is to start about July, 1990 and 
the transfer to the southeastern United States is to 
be completed within a year. 

The company promises to make every effort 
to place qualified employees in openings that may 
occur in other Figgie locations (Scott owner is 
Figgie International Company) in the Los Angeles 
area. 

The company also says that an incentive plan 
for employees will be announced before Feb. 1, 
1990.

Cancer envelopes inserted in News

The trial for Jeffrey Stephen Percell has 
again been continued, this time to Monday, 
Nov. 20. Purcell was scheduled to appear on 
Thursday, Oct. 19 after numerous continu¬ 
ances. 

“This comes as no surprise,’’ said Deputy 
District Attorney Elton Simms, prosecutor for 
the case. “They wanted to try and substitute 
(Mike) Duffey (public defender) with private 
counsel, but couldn’t.’’ 

Percell is charged with murdering his parents, 
Alice and John Percell, in their home on Liliano 
in Sierra Madre. Bodies of the deceased, killed 
by gunshot, were found by Sierra Madre 
Police Nov. 16. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. 
police Dec. 13 and was extradited after a lengthy 
fight. He is being held without bail and trial 
has been continued repeatedly to this date. 

He continues to plead not guilty. 

“If Duffey doesn’t get substituted,” Simms 
concluded, “the case will probably get to trial 
within the next six months.”

Several Arcadians bash secession 


If the opinions of the six Arcadians who 
spoke at last Wednesday evening’s public hear¬ 
ing before the Los Angeles County Committee on 
School District Organization were indicative of how 
all of Arcadia feels about Sierra Madre’s joining 
their school system. Sierra Madre might as well for¬ 
get it. 

All were vehement against the possibility of 
absorbing Sierra Madre students who now attend 
Pasadena Unified School District. The Arcadians 
also questioned those who are attending private 
school and indicated that his number is an un¬ 
known that might impact their school system even 
more. 

The question remains, however, whether or 
not the Arcadians’ remarks echoed all of Arcadia. 
Four more schools would be available 

Secessionists reminded them that Sierra Madre 
would bring two schools to the “marriage” and that 
Arcadia had two schools which were being leased 
out; but that fact did not deter their angry, nega¬ 
tive arguments. 


One of the Arcadians contended that this was 
the first he had heard about the possibility of Sierra 
Madre joining Arcadia School System and one of 
the secessionists, in her testimony, noted 
that anyone who did not know of the possibility 
“must have been living in a cave.” 

It was another heated argument on both sides; 
however. Chairman Frances D. Thompson had ap¬ 
parently cautioned them of outbursts strongly enough 
at the meeting a week before. There was not much 
applause. 

The meeting was held last Wednesday evening 
at First Avenue Junior High School in Arcadia. 

Scott Adishian, president of the Highland 
Oaks Homeowners Association in Arcadia, said that 
five out of the six Arcadia Homeowners Associa¬ 
tions had voted in opposition of accepting Sierra 
Madre. He was critical, as were other Arcadians 
who spoke that evening, of the Arcadia School 
Board’s decision to stay neutral.

“I should have stayed three more weeks 
but I had to get back because of my work and 
school studies,” Lonborg said.

Is secession from 
PUSO the answer 
for Sierra Madre? 

Movements with the 
momentum of "Sierra 
Madre Parents for a Bet¬ 
ter Education” often be¬ 
gin insidiously. Like 
termites in the 
foundation of the sturdily 
built community, 
they eat away a little, 
and then a little more, 
until the community 
dancing in the streets is 
in jeopardy. At last, 
the gnawing breaks 
through, the whole 
community comes tumb¬ 
ling down upon itself 
and no one is spared — 
not the termites who 
began the undermining, 
nor the innocent victims 
who fall to their doom, 
never really knowing 
what the issue was in 
the first place. 

The group known as 
Sierra Madre Parents 
for a Better Education 
blames the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District 
for what it sees as a 
failure to educate 
their children ade¬ 
quately. These parents 
believe that their 
children would be better 
educated in the Arcadia 
schools. But the truth is 
that when white young¬ 
sters in Arcadia are 
compared with similar 
students in the Pasa¬ 
dena system, their grades 
are nearly equal. There 


is no magic in Arca¬ 
dia that is going ot 
make children achieve 
above their own abilities 
and the stimulus and rein¬ 
forcement they receive 
in their own homes. 
Nor will Arcadia 
Unified School Dis¬ 
trict keep students 
from dropping out. Arca¬ 
dia’s dropout rate is 
almost identical to that 
in Pasadena. 

I can understand a 
parent’s need to know 
that his or her child is 
learning in a safe en¬ 
vironment. It was a 
letter on that very sub¬ 
ject that first intro¬ 
duced me to the seces¬ 
sionist movement. My 
child was assaulted in 
a Pasadena high school 
and I wrote a letter to 
the editor of the Star 
News about it. What 
I didn’t do was run or 
hide or quit fighting 
for safer learning 
environments for 
all children. Those who 
seek safety in the Arca¬ 
dia Unified School 
District are, I fear, 
in for a big, big 
shock. You see, no 
matter how much I in¬ 
vestigated police logs, 
the superintendent’s 
office and the high 
school itself, I could 
find no evidence of 
drug sales or abuse or 
violence of any kind. 
There are no gangs there 


(at least that’s what the 
FBI told me after 
they hung up on me four 
times). In other words, 
these schools are heaven 
right here on earth. And 
folks, if you believe that, 
there’s a bridge in Brook¬ 
lyn with your name on 
it. I have had several 
years of experience in 
police work with 
juveniles, and I know 
that if you put 1800 kids 
on a campus with fast 
cars, lots of money 
and limited super¬ 
vision, you will find 
gangs, drugs and 
fights. 

Any police department 
school district or prin¬ 
cipal who tells you any¬ 
thing different has a vest¬ 
ed interest in keeping 
the statistics quiet. 
Because I could not 
obtain credible in¬ 
formation from the 
authorities in charge, 

I went right to the 
primary source — the 
students. According to 
top students who are 
currently enrolled or 
have just graduated, 
Arcadia is home to 
all of the above men¬ 
tioned vices and quite a 
few more. 

If Sierra Madre Par¬ 
ents for a Better Educa¬ 
tion should win its case, 
justly or not, remem¬ 
ber that Sierra 
Madre children will be 
going into classrooms 


that are already over¬ 
crowded (even if the Ar¬ 
cadia district theoretically 
has room). Arcadia 
teachers are not 

anxious to have more 

children in their 

schools. I asked 

them. I wouldn’t want 
my child in a classroom 
where the teacher didn’t 
want him and resented 
the fact he was 
there, would you? 

At my one and only 
meeting with Sierra 
Madre Parents for a 
Better Education, I 
heard lots of letters 
thrown around, including 
ACLU and NAACP. So 
I called these organiza¬ 
tions to see what they 
thought of this group’s 
actions. The ACLU said 
they had never heard of 
them, but if they dis¬ 
cover a movement that 
causes any consti¬ 
tutional hardships to 
minority students, they 
will immediately get 
involved. To quote John 
Kennedy, President of 
the local NAACP, "All 
good people of Sierra 
Madre are to be 
blamed if this group 
succeeds and allows 
the forces of evil and >- 
diviseness to take con¬ 
trol. But, I have faith in 
humankind that people 
will be shaken to their 
feet to overcome this 
bigoted movement.”

One of the fascinating truths about down¬ 
town revitalization or redevelopment efforts 
is that the more things change in the surround¬ 
ing market place, the more things seem to stay 
the same in downtown. That’s not always true. 



I don’t have a scientific study to prove my 
observation. But, personal experience of living 
in basically small towns and associating with 
professional organizational managers and com¬ 
munity volunteers from small towns seems to 
confirm the thought. 

For example, in 1969, Sierra Madre faced a 
situation not too unlike what we have today. 
Some of the market place conditions were the 
same and some significant changes were loom¬ 
ing on the horizon. 

According to a report prepared in 1970 
by Economics Research Associates titled “Econ¬ 
omic Growth Potentials for the City of Sierra 
Madre, 1970-1980,’’ there was an “. . . esti¬ 
mated sales of $65 per square foot, as realized 
by community-oriented retail facilites in the 
West San Gabriel Valley north of the San Ber¬ 
nardino Freeway.” Last week I said that same 
figure (computed in a similar fashion) turns out 
to be $66 per square foot. 


A small positive increase over the past 20 
years. However, in 1970 the potential annual 
taxable per capita sales was estimated at $1496 
while the acutal was $402. The difference of 
$1094 represents dollars lost to other retail 
centers. This amount of “lost retail sales” is 
referred to as leakage. In 1988 that per capita 
sales estimate is $1470 and the actual figure 
placed at about $564. Then, as now, the leakage 
figure is about $1000 per capita. 

For one reason or another, then as now. 
Sierra Madre residents are taking at least 
$I0(X) of their spendable income outside our 
community. This is one example of how the sta¬ 
tus of a small town central business district 
tends to remain the same over time while sub- 
sstantial changes take place in its market place.

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Mountjoy discusses 
salaries, abortion 

At a breakfast meeting with leading Arcadians 
at the Arcadia Chamber of Commerce last Thursday 
morning, Assemblyman Richard Mountjoy said, 
“You’re ethical when you go there (to Sacramento 
to be a legislator) or you’re not. No amount of 
money will go toward making anyone honest.” He 
was referring to the possibility of raising legislators’ 
wages. 

“Ten percent of those in Sacramento walk 
across that line of ethics. We need a code of 
ethics in Sacramento. Stop the honorariums. Stop 
the gifts. Limit outside income. One hundred and 
ten percent increase for legislators is ridiculous.” 

Mountjoy said he does not take an honorarium. 
He speaks free. “If someone wants to pay for my 
travel for where I’m going to speak, that’s OK.” 

He said, “I think they should have to pay for 
the pay raise then go for re-election. Congress 
should do the same thing. (Assembly Speaker) 
Willie Brown won’t stop outside income. He’s 
now making over $200,000 as an attorney,” Mount¬ 
joy contended that morning. 

He explained that right now he gets $41,000 
plus $87.50 seven days a week per diem tax-free. 
“A portion of the car is paid for. The whole 
package is $57,000 a year total. We get a pen¬ 
sion and we get one of the best medical packages 
around. It isn’t all that bad a deal,” he chuckled. 

He said, “I can run a decent campaign for 
$100,000. Under Proposition 73, we can no longer 
transfer dollars between one politician and another. 
The game is to gather all they can and put into a 
war chest, then elect a new guy. It’s called inde¬ 
pendent expenditures. There’s the old money, the 
money received prior to Jan. 1. In state legislation 
you can’t take the money with you. You can give 
it to charity, to a political party. Then there’s the 
new money, anything that’s not campaign-oriented.” 

Assemblyman Mountjoy believes that Republi¬ 
can Senator Pete Wilson will be elected governor. 
“Van de Kamp (attorney general of California, 
also planning to run) is flailing around. 1 don’t 
think he’ll make it.” 

Concerning reapportionment, Mountjoy said, 
“The Legislature will not come to an agreement and 
reapportionment will go to the courts (to determine 
boundaries). We will have six new Congressional 
districts.” 

Concerning the amount of water throughout 
California, the Assembylman said, “Northern Cali¬ 
fornia will never agree with us (Southern Californians) 
concerning water. They’d rather see it run into the 
ocean than come to us,” he smiled. 

He opposed Proposition 103 (the insurance pro¬ 
position) because he thought it was a “bad pro-

position.” 

He said, “When 103 went into effect, territorial 
rating — red lining — was thrown out. In ‘red 
lining’ high crime areas had to pay more for in¬ 
surance. Those rates are now spread amongst the 
entire state. Northern California rates went 
up even with the (20 percent) rollback. (Insurance 
Commissioner) Roxanne Gillespie has taken a lot of 
heat. Insurance is very complex. The Legislature 
will have to address the insurance problem, address 
103 and iron it out.” 

Mountjoy spoke sharply concerning the schools 
teaching evolution as a scientific fact and dropping 
the “creation theory.” He said, “1 think creation is 
a fact. Biblical history should be taught.” He also 
believes that the real question of abortion is whether 
abortion should be “on demand with the taxpayer 
picking up the tab.” 

He said, “Abortion is used as birth control. At 
the time the egg is fertilized, 1 think that’s when 
God gives it a soul.” 

The Assemblyman continued to chop away at 
Brown, “Willie Brown is one of the most corrupt 
legislators I’ve ever met. He is also one of the sharp¬ 
est, most articulate legislators I’ve met in a long 
time. He is extremely honest in some things he 
says. You can put it in the bank. But you’d 
better understand what he’s saying to you. He talks 
rapidly. Uses ‘weasel words.’ Once you get him 
pinned down . . . However, if you’re ever in deep 
trouble and need an attorney, he’d probably be the 
best. In the courtroom he’d by dynamite.” 


Taylor helps 
Hugo victims

Hurricane Hugo is the biggest single disaster 
operation that the American Red Cross has ever 
undertaken. The Red Cross predicts that the relief 
efforts will cost the organization more than $40 
million. 

With Red Cross workers arriving from so many 
states to provide volunteer assistance to the victims, 
it was the role of Sierra Madre resident Candy 
Taylor to house, assign, and track Red Cross 
workers. 

Candy’s Wi years as a Disaster Services 
volunteer with the Pasadena Chapter, currently serv¬ 
ing as Disaster Services chairman of the Sierra 
Madre Branch, as well as a past chairman of the 
branch, has given Candy vast disaster preparedness 
training and hands-on experience. 

Serving as a Staffing Technician, she arrived at 
Red Cross operational headquarters set up in Orange¬ 
burg, S.C. on Sept. 24 on the heels of Hugo. 

“Staffing is the first impression disaster workers 
get of the Red Cross when they come onto a dis¬ 
aster operation. It is important that volunteers 
have a good impression as well as a very pro¬ 
ductive experience,” said Candy, who is also em¬ 
ployed by the Pasadena Chapter of the Red Cross. 

The the Sierra Madrean spent most of her 12- 
hour workdays in the Red Cross Operations Head¬ 
quarter in Orangeburg, 70 miles from the hardest 
hit areas in Charleston and Berkeley Counties, she 
experienced the devastation firsthand. 

“1 was amazed at the massive destruction 
caused by Hugo. Of course there were a lot of 
broken and uprooted trees, but houses were pushed 
25-50 yards off their foundations. Bricks were ripped 
from houses and flung everywhere. Huge shrimp 
boats were pulled from the water and tossed onto 
front lawns. Hundreds of houses had windows 
broken and roofs ripped off.” 

Despite the long work days. Candy finds the 
job very satisfying. “It is very rewarding to be a 
part of this great organization,” she said. “The pub¬ 
lic must realize that the impact of Hugo’s fury 
will continue for many, many months to come. The 
victims badly need the support of the American pub¬ 
lic to help them put their lives together.” 

In little more than three weeks, the Red Cross 
has served 696,981 meals, serving an average of 5000 
lunches a day to Carolinians affected by the storm.

Feeding vehicles from 30 states have helped dis¬ 
tribute meals to neighborhoods in the Carolinas. 

Red Cross estimates that 92,249 homes were 
damaged and 5329 were destroyed. Volunteer and 
paid staff from across the U.S. 1816 strong, work 
in all function areas, feeding the victims, doing 
casework, nursing, shelter management, keeping 
records, and administration.

TIPS ON WOOLENS 

IVrty must wool be drycleaned? 

Wool fibers have tiny barbs that 
tangle when exposed to the combination 
of water, heat, and agitation. This process 
is called felting and once it happens it 
can’t be reversed. Cleaning in “dry” 
solvents avoids this because the solvent 
doesn’t swell the fibers and cause shrink¬ 
ing and felting. 

Why is it difficuit to remove spots and 
spiils from wool? 

Wool is thick and absorbent. This 
makes it comfortable to wear but it also 
means that spills can permeate the fabric 
and can be hard to remove. Your profes¬ 
sional drycleaner has the equipment to 
remove spills and stains thoroughly and 
safely. If you spill a food or beverage, see 
your drycleaner soon and explain the stain 
problem to him. Some beverages contain 
chemicals that combine with the wool if 
left in for long periods of time. 

Is it safe to hand wash? 

Even with hand washing, lined 
woolen items can shrink more than their 
linings, resulting in garment distortion. Ex¬ 
tra soft wools and wool blends, special 
blends containing angora, are extremely 
susceptible to shrinkage. Your profes¬ 
sional drycleaner will give them the 
gentlest care. 

What about ‘‘machine washable’’ 
wools? 

Some woolens are specially treated 
to be machine washable, but CHECK THE 
LABEL CAREFULLY to make sure. 
Machine washable wools can also be 
drycleaned.

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ERA discusses 
town^s lack of 
goods, taxes 


Downtown Sierra Madre needs a booster. Busi¬ 
ness people and shoppers alike have been saying 
so for a decade or more. 

Now a $15,000 professional study by Economics 
Research Associates, which was recommended by 
Main Street and approved by the City Council, 
confirms what they’ve been saying. 

It bases its conclusions, however, on a num¬ 
ber of economic and demographic studies, rather 
than simply day-to-day observation. 

Its studies show that Sierra Madre residents 
spend about $900 per capita per year on taxable 
retail goods at the 70 retail stores and shops in 
Sierra Madre, which is a very low level of at- 
home spending. 

The reason, the study concludes, is both a lack 
of goods in town and easy availability of goods 
at convenient close-by locations. 

It found that the 155,000 square feet of 
retail floor space in Sierra Madre generates $10.2 
million in sales per year, compared with an average 
131,000-square-foot neighborhood shopping center 
which could be expected to capture $22.6 million. 

Data included in the reports shows that the 
aggregate income of Sierra Madre families has 
nearly doubled since 1980, providing substantially 
greater purchasing power than at the beginning of 
the decade, even when the cost of living increase 
is factored in. 

Retail sales, however, have been declining. 
The $907 per capita per year spent by Sierra Mad- 
reans in Sierra Madre on taxable retail goods 
compares to $5412 per capita per year for Los An¬ 
geles County as a whole. Arcadia retailers garner 
$7658 per capita, Pasadena $8571, and Monrovia 
$6847 per capita per year. 

The question: What to do? 

The ERA study analyzes various approaches 
to capturing more of the purchasing power of the 
11,200 Sierra Madreans and an additional 5000 
residents in the immediate periphery. 

The report stated that it was unlikely that a ma¬ 
jor retail chain would locate in Sierra Madre, nor 
should we expect additional financial, auto fuel 
or auto repair services. 

It finds that eating and drinking establish¬ 
ments, especially dinner house restaurants, are un¬ 
der-represented, based on both the purchasing 
power of residents and rising patronage or res¬ 
taurants. » r> .le

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The title of Robert Fulghum’s best seller, 
“All I Really Need to Know 1 Learned in 
Kindergarten,” reminds me of a quote 1 read 
several years ago: “All the love we come to know 
in our lives springs from the love we knew as 
children.” 

As a child, 1 was given a love for books 
which has never left me. As a teacher 1 have 
tried to pass down that love to children be¬ 
cause I believe that something very important 
and good can be learned in books that either 
may not be learned elsewhere, or needs to be 
affirmed. Perhaps that “important” and 
“good” has to do with the ability to feel 
things deeply, not only for yourself but for 
others as well. Reading grows compassion. 
Compassion that comes from “getting inside a 
character” and being able to experience things 
through their point of view. People. Places. 
Things. 

In reflecting on books 1 have loved, 1 
remember the emotional impact “Black Beauty” 
had on me as a child. By emotional impact 1 
mean sobbing and sobbing as 1 read the story 
of horses being at the mercy of their masters. 
Some were kind and some were cruel. And the 
cruel ones broke my heart. 1 was no less 
moved by the love and sympathy of its author, 
Anna Sewell, herself an invalid most of her life. 

That 1 could get so emotional over a 
book taught me that books had power. Of 
course, the power had limits. Reading “Black 
Beauty” did not teach me how to ride a horse, 
in fact, since reading it 1 have never been able 
to kick a horse hard enough to show it who’s 
in charge! 

But “Black Beauty,” which is so sweetly 
written and ends peacefully, taught me how 
much damage meanness does and how much 
goodness love does. So, 1 think in a world 
where violence is beginning to be portrayed 
as more “cool” and “cruel” it is not a bad 
idea to go back to childhood classics and re¬ 
member where our loves spring from and are 
rooted.

It also recommends additional localized neigh¬ 
borhood and community scale speciality shops, and 
listed examples which it felt would fit “market 
niches” here; 

1) Wine, cheese, nuts, baked and gommet loods 
(such as Trader Joe’s). 

2) A “mountain store” (such as AI6 or Rid). 

3) Sporting goods (such as Sports Chalet). 

4) Freestanding book store (such as Crown Books 
or Walden). 

5) Casual clothes chain (such as Miller’s Outpost). 

6) Athletic shoe store (such as Foot Locker). 

The report recommends a concerted “outreach” 
effort on the part of the Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency (CRA) and downtown business asso¬ 
ciations, to bring such additional businesses into 
town, with priority emphasis on retail outlets, fol¬ 
lowed by commercial services. 

Many residents have sugge.stions of their own 
and have voiced them. They have included a “com¬ 
plete line” shoe store, conservative or “classic” 
women’s apparel, men’s clothing, “five and dime,” 
notions, yardage and toy stores. 

As initial goals the ERA report suggests a 
dinner house restaurant of 5000 to 7(XK) square feet; 
five to seven new retail shops, requiring 12,000 to 
25,000 additional square feet of “infill” (placing 
of buildings to accommodate additional businesses 
in currently vacant lots or parking areas), plus 
a larger retail store of up to 20,000 square feel. 

The report recommended that the CRA also 
provide incentives for existing neighborhood service 
businesses to capture greater sales. 

Regarding office uses and industrial space, the 
report finds that Sierra Madre is likely to be in 
demand in both the near and long term. It suggests 
a goal of 40,0(X) to 50,000 additional square feet 
of office floor space. 

All of these concepts would benefit the CRA 
by increasing assessed valuation of downtown pro¬ 
perties and thus increasing the tax increments 
which are reserved for the CRA. 

Only increased retail business, however, would 
benefit the city’s sales tax income, and only those 
retail businesses which charge sales tax. The city’s 
1988-89 sales tax receipts were $178,702. This excludes 
drug prescriptions, grocery food items and many 
of the businesses which currently abound in the 
downtown area, including nail and beauty salons, 
cleaners and laundries, realtors, insurance and travel 
agencies, attorneys, dentists, physicians and other 
health care specialists, accountants, banks, savings 
and loans, etc. 

The report does not address the problem 
directly, but suggests additional “infill” two-story 
buildings in which non-retail businesses are located 
on the upper level. These are shown in such off- 
boulevard areas as North and South Baldwin and 
Mariposa parking lots. 

According to an extensive study conducted by 
Mam Street and utilired in the FRA report, real¬ 
tors currently occupy one percent ot the downtown 
buildings; automobile related service, five percent; 
banks, five percent; health services, six percent;

Arcadia)? No. And many of the teachers are 
opposed,” he said. 

Homeowners reps vehement 

Thomas W. Aiken, board member of Highland 
Oaks Homeowners Association, said such a trans¬ 
fer of students would be “intrusive and disruptive 
to Arcadia. Our elementary schools are overflowing. 
Sierra Madre school population would swell con¬ 
siderably during the exodus from private to Arca¬ 
dia public schools.” 

Gary Jacobsen of Santa Anita Oaks Home- 
owners Association, called the possible secession 
“an unjust windfall of Sierra Madreans being 
allowed to attend Arcadia.” 

Duncan Howard said over 100 percent of Arca¬ 
dia children attend the public schools there. He ex¬ 
plained that it was “over 100 percent” because 
there was a strip of land in Sierra Madre from 
where students in this foothill village may attend 
Arcadia schools. 

One of the men implied that Arcadians had 
paid more for their homes so their children could 
attend their schools and asked why Sierra Madre 
thought it could join the school district without 
paying the price? 

Still another Arcadian said, “Why should our 
children be forced to attend another school just to 
accommodate Sierra Madre students?” 

Speaking to the safety of the school was Bruce 
Philpot, representing Pasadena Police Chief Robeson. 
He talked about the four school resource officers 
who are assigned to interact with students to hold 
down “flash fights that occur at any campus set¬ 
ting. These assaults are merely spikes that grab hold 
of emotions,” he said. He said there was “very 
little activity” of illegal drugs on the PUSD campus.

Havens contended that “overcrowding (in the 
Arcadia schools) is just staggering.” 

Kathy Imhoff, for the proponents of secession, 
said, “Redistricting is no longer a noble experi¬ 
ment.

Sam Misquez talked about the “hassles” his 
children had in the Pasadena School System. “We 
have drug problems, gang problems, all kinds of 
problems. I’m getting tired of it. I don’t like my 
children being harrassed.” 

Peggy Poulus said, “We feel like a community 
outside looking in.” 

Tom Cook talked about police activities and 
incidents, worried about educational quality. “Give 
us a real choice. Let us vote on this issue,” he 
appealed to the county committee. 

Linda Rojarta said she was concerned with the 
quality of education and “the negative school 
atmosphere in terms of physical safety.” 

Bart Doyle and Susanne Levoe, co-petitioners 
for secession, talked about the failure of PUSD 
to address parental concerns. They said, “We want 
to rescue those kids who don’t have a choice.” 

The county committee must make a recom¬ 
mendation to the State Board of Education within 
90 days. The next county committee meeting is 
Nov. 1, 9:30 a.m. at 9300 Imperial Highway, 
Downey.

other services related businesses, 38 percent; food, 
17 percent; retail, 20 percent; and vacancies, nine 
percent. 

Next week, we will take an in-depth look at the 
ERA recommendations for enhancing the “Status 
Quo’’ its least ambitious suggestion for revitaliza¬ 
tion — which would entail working with essentially 
what we have now and trying to improve its per¬ 
formance without drastic changes. 

In addition, we will look at proposals for 
a shopping center and a senior citizen retirement 
hotel — the most ambitious of the alternatives — 
and see why the report rejects these two con¬ 
cepts, at least for the forseeable future. 

Following that, we will take a look at the mixture 
of approaches which ERA considers the most viable 
for enhancing downtown Sierra Madre.

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Arcadia Presbyterian Church 
ceiebrates 75th anniversary 


During a period of civic 
and moral awakening, 
the Arcadia Presbyterian 
Church was organied on 
May 22, 1914 when 24 
Christians rented a 
storeroom on First 
Avenue for a place 
of worship. 

It was the first or¬ 
ganized religious body 
to function in Arca¬ 
dia where saloons and 
gambling places had 
been more popular than 
churches. 

APC will celebrate 
that beginning and its 
75th anniversary with a 
congregation dinner on 
Sunday, Oct. 29 at 
5 p.m. in the church’s 
fellowship hall. 

In 1916 the church 
purchased four lots at 
the corner of Santa Anita 
Ave. and Hunting- 
ton Dr. and where an old 
packing shed which had 
been turned into a school 
became a church for a 
growing congregation. 

In the next seven years, 
two new building pro¬ 
jects were dedicated at 
the same site before it 


became necessary to find 
larger facilities. 

In 1935 the original 
church site was sold for 
$18,500 and the two 
main buildings were cut 
in two and, along with 
the Manse, were moved 
to the present site at 
121 Alice St. where 12 
lots had been bought for 
$2150. The buildings were 
reassembled, with exten¬ 
sions between the 
halves to greatly 
enlarge the seating 
capacity. 

Cost of the new site, 
moving the buildings 
and restoring them, 
renovating the Manse 
and landscaping the 
grounds was all 
covered by the sale of 
the original site, and the 
church was free of debt 
for the first time in 
its history. 

While the church was 
growing so were its mis¬ 
sion outreach programs, 
including funding a large 
portion of the Presby¬ 
terian Hospital in Taegu, 
Korea; providing assist¬ 
ance to Cambodian 
fishermen; sending
